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Clubs will have to forget 
about gamesmanship if they 
want the rules to work. 


One rule stipulates that 
each First Division club 
must field three Australian 
players. 


(‘‘Australian” in this con- 
text is somebody born here 
or having arrived here be- 
fore his 18th birthday.) 

This is easy enough to 
police and supervise. 

But also this year Sydney 
teams will be able to re- 
place injured players; a 


goalie until the end, a field 
player until half time. 

And there is no clause 
demanding that an Aust- 
ralian must be replaced by 
another Australian. 


In theory it is feasible 
that club “X” takes the

Last week’s NSW Council meeting produced a very lively debate on the con- 
troversial new rule that demands the inclusion of three “Australian” players in each 


team. 


The rule was passed late last year by a 
vast majority and became part of the constitution. 


New some clubs made an 
attempt to rescind the rule. 

However, they failed: only 
five clubs wanted to remove 
the limitation. 

Let me make two things 
clear here. 

I am convinced that the 
new tule is a good one. In 
fact, its long overdue. 

It is based on the very 
simple principle that if we 
are sincere in our ambition 
to establish soccer as a pop- 
ular sport in Australia, we 
must do it with the help of 
Australians. 

Soccer cannot, for ever, 
rely on minority groups even 
if -at the moment they pro- 
vide the backbone of the 
code at peak level. 

The game must appeal to 
Australians, must fine their 
imagination and must eyen- 
tually draw them into our 
circle in ever increasing 
aumbers. 

Tf we fail in this, soccer 
will- also fail. It’s as simple 
as that. 

But I also want to make 
clear that [ sympathise with 
those clubs who, on the 
ground of discrimination, 
fought well and hard to have 
this law rescinded. __ 

I believe in human liberties 
as much as thé next man and 
this newspaper has champion- 
ed. more just causes in the 
past than any other soccer 
organisation, club or news- 
paper. 

If this law were really de- 
signed to discriminate against 
migrants, we would be its 
strongest and most dedicated 
critics. 

But we are convinced that 
the opponents of the law, 
sincere as they are, confuse 
some facts and theories. 

In order to clear the air — 
and to state our case — be- 
low we set out. the most 
often heard criticisms of the 
law, together with our aiti- 
tudes. 

These may not dispel all 
doubts and answer all quest- 
ions but should help our 
readers to understand the 
problem as a whole. 


“The rule represents 
a discrimination against 
migrants.” 

This is highly debatable. 
Most organisations ot associ- 
ations in Australia have their 


own tules regarding their 
own membership. 


The purpose of this may 
be to maintain certain stand- 


“ards or exclusivity. 


lt is a well known fact, for 
example, that some golf clubs 
don’t admit certain people to 
their membership. 

The same applies to some 
extent to some exclusive clubs 
(Union Club, etc.), which bar 
even Australians 
professions or trades. 

This may not be desirable 
or fair — but these organis- 
ations simply have the right 
to do it. 

The NSW Federation’s act- 
ion, in this respect, cannot 
really be held discriminatory. 

Tt certainly would be if it 
barred migrants from playing 
soccer under its jurisdiction 
— but it doesn’t. 

Migrants can still play in 
other clubs or competitions 
without restriction. 

The rule only limits their 
number for each First Divis- 
ion team to the extremely 


of certain - 


generous number of eight — 
and this the Federation, as 
an independent organisation, 
has every right to do. 


“Teams will not al- 
ways field their best 
teams.” 


This could be true in some 
isolated cases, especially in 
the beginning. ; 

However, as the skills and 
talents of soccer players are 
unmeasurable —- unlike high 
jumpers, sprinters or hammer- 
throwers — this theory can 
neither be proved nor dis- 
proved. 

Still, as each team will still 
be allowed eight “foreign” 
players, surely, if they are 
so very superior to the local 
products, they can ‘‘carry” 
them piggyback through the 
whole season. 

But in reality, no 
sacrifice is called for. 

As the past months have 
shown, the once wide gap 
between most overseas play- 
ers and top locals has narrow- 
ed, if not disappeared. 

Surely no team should feel 
that players such as Smith, 


such 


Westwater, Tolson, Warren, 
Rorke, Sambrook, Fekete, 
Fuzes, McKnight, Morgan, 
De .. Bruin, .Freeme, .Yaager, 


G. Clarke and scores of others 
are ‘passengers’. 


“Australians would 
resent being in a team 
solely on the ground 
that they qualify on a 
technicality.” 


This could be true if those 
Australians didn’t also feel 
that they have some legitim- 
ate claim to a team berth. 

But being in the country 
of their birth, they are un- 
likely to be over-sensitive to 
this rule which only puts 
them on roughly equal basis 
with the others and certainly 
doesn’t give them any un- 
warranted advantages. 


“There must be other 
ways of encouraging 
local talent.” 


If there are, they have not 
been explored and implement- 
ed. 

For many years clubs talk- 
ed endlessly about their jun- 
ior development program — 
but did little. 

It is reasonable to pre- 
sume that unless they were 
finally compelled to make a 
moye in this direction, they 
would have continued in their 
complacent ways for another 
16 or 20 years. 

Admittedly it would have 
been more desirable and 
more pleasing if all this had 
come about naturally, yolun- 
tarily. 

But it didn’t — and some 
pressure had to be applied. 


“Australia will be the 
laughing stock of the 
world with this discrimi- 
natory rule.” 


Let me doubt this. In fact, 
I have evidence from various 
overseas publications that the 
zeverse is irue. 

Various English newspapers 
and magazines have been 
ridiculing Australia for years 
on account of our “open- 
gate” policy, pointiig out 
correctly that Australia does 
little to develop its own talent 


and relies solely on imported 
has-beens. 

But we can go further. Al- 
most all soccer associations 
of the world have some rule 
stipulating the number of 
foreigners eligible. 

Examples? Plenty. In Eng- 
land no foreigner can play 
professional soccer at all — 
he wouldn’t get a work permit 
and pro. soccer is regarded as 
work. 

In Italy and Spain teams 
can field two foreigners per 
team, in Portugal the only 
foreigners who can play are 
those South Americans of 
Portuguese origin or players 
from Portuguese East African 
colonies. 

In Eastern European coun- 
tries no foreigners can play 
at. all. 

This rule in most countries 
was drawn up to protect the 
home product. 

It has been felt — and 
proved conclusively — _ that 
countries where foreign “in- 
vasions” took place may have 
had strong club teams, but 
had pathetically weak national 
sides and the flow of junior 
talent from the proyinces and 
lower divisions started to dry 
up for lack of incentive and 
encouragement. 


“Australia is a mig- 
rant country which can- 
not be compared=-with, 
Europe; neither the 
USA nor Canada have 
such rules as now intro- 
duced in Sydney.” 


First of all, there is no 
reason on earth why we 
should set up Canada or the 
USA as an example: their 
soccer is more backward than 
ours and we certainly have 
nothing to learn from them. 

True, Australia is a migrant 
country. But how many of our 
imported players are genuine 
migrants? 

How many would be here 
if they hadn’t come for the 
prime purpose of playing 
seccer?

The large number of play- 
ers who had come here and 
then returned home proves 
this.

In fact, that was the argu- 
ment used when we had to 
pay compensation .for some 
of them, at FIFA’s insistence. 

But of course, they were 
no more genuine migrants 
than most of today’s crop. 

So the claim that the new

ly hypocritical. 

True, it discriminates aga- 
inst the unlimited number of 
imported players — but even 
there, merely by cutting the 
number back.

Interstate games 
could be a success

It is gratifying to note that interstate matches are to be revived 


this season. 


Despite the Australian 
Federation’s decision snot 
to renew a national inter- 
state championship, some 
States have agreed to 
stage interstate games in 
1967. 


On March 11 South 
Australia will meet Victoria 
in Adelaide and a NSW 
v. Victoria match in Syd- 
hey is planned for June 
12, the Queen’s Birthday 
holiday weekend Monday. 


The Australian  inter- 
State competition was dis- 
continued in 1965 because 
the ASF deemed the series 
impracticable as it added 
nothing to an already 
overloaded calendar of in- 
trastate and international 
fixtures. 

Since its formation the 
ASF has conducted two 
interstate championships, 
both won by NSW. 

There is now little like- 
lihood that the champion- 
ship will ever be revived 
although the smaller States 
don’t want the series to be 
scrapped. 

Western Australia, 
Queensland and South 
Australia are hungry for 
interstate matches that al- 
ways draw well in Perth, 
Brisbane and Adelaide, but 
NSW and Victoria take 
the tather selfish attitude 
that these games interfere 
with local fixtures. 

Since NSW and Vic- 
toria carry the majority of 
votes at ASF Council meet- 
ings, there may be no 


interstate championship for 
some time. 


This is a pity because 
soccer is the only football 
code in Australia capable 
of staging such a com- 
petition as the game is 
played everywhere. 


With uniform planning, 
well in advance, there is 
ho reason why interstate 
matches should ever clash 
with local competitions. 


However, since this is 
not to be, I have an alter- 
native suggestion that could 
rekindle some interest in 
interstate matches. 

I suggest the ASF tre- 


vive the “Challenge” 
matches, which in the 


_ past used to highlight the 


season. 


Under the now defunct 
Australian Association, the 
States used to play for the 
FA Trophy, a cup pre- 
sented for competition be- 
tween Australian States by 
the English FA. 


The Cup was first pre- 
sented to NSW in the 
early 1930's, the leading 
State then, and other 
States challenged NSW for 


the trophy. 


Matches were played on 
a home-and-away basis, the 
winner being determined 
on goal-average if both 
teams each won a match. 


Since NSW won the last 
interstate championship 
they should automatically 
hold the cup and accept 
challengers, which would 


take it in turn to challenge 
to wrest it away. 

Say, for instance, the 
ASF decided to let Vic- 
toria, as the 1963-64 run- 
ners-up, to challenge first. 

NSW would play Vic- 
toria first in Sydney, then 
in Melbourne. 

If NSW retain the title 
they would have to put it 
on the lign within a speci- 
fied lapse of time against 
another State, say South 
Australia, and so the 
process would go on. 


Should Victoria defeat 
NSW, then they would be 
under obligation to allow 
their defeated opponents 
to have another crack. 

This would simply fol- 
low world boxing title pro- 


cedure and stimulate 
interest. 
Interstate matches this 


way would have some 
meaning and occupy the 
position they deserve in our 
national soccer set-up. 

I don’t know whether 
the FA Trophy is still 
around, what with the tur- 
bulent davs of the founda- 
tion of the ASF and the 
winding up of the old 
Association. 

If the ASF can lay their 
hands on the Cup, they 
should present it to NSW 
and compel them to defend 
it without further delay. 


Otherwise they should 
have a cup made and 
name it after the first 


president of the ASF, Dr. 
Henry Seamonds.
